are found to be carrying contraband 
or are owned in nations hostile* to 
Germany. 
The reply declares Germany's read­ 
iness to accept 
virtually all of the 
American proposals* except the one 
which would restrict the use of un 
chored mine- lo purely defensive pur­ 
poses. 
The German government expressed 
the belief that bcligcrcnts cannot af

Hinton, TV. Va., March 3.— Working 
continuously for nearly twelve hours, 
rescuers had brought out alive only 
nix of the 182 miners entombed in 
the Ivyland mines ct Hie New River 
aud Pocahontas 
Consolidated 
Coal 
company, near Quiuuimont, by an ex­ 
plosion. 
One body, that of George Generic, 
was recovered by a rescue party near 
the entrance of mine No. 3. 
From outside evidence the forcw of 
lite explosion must have been te rri­ 
fic. The stone arch over the main en­ 
trance of tile working* was destroy 
ed; windows within a 300-yard radius 
were broken and the explosion was 
felt for miles around. 
A. Lf. Cooper, who was delivering 
groceries to a house within seventy- 
five yards of the mine entrance, was 
blown again - 1 a telegraph pole aud 
killed. 
The first rescue party which pene­
